Both  the  birth  rato  and  death  rate  compare  favourably  with  the 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  and  are  lower  than  for  1951, 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  was  approxi- 
mately half  the  number  notified  during  each  of  the  past  five  years. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  steps  havo  boon  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  an  attempt  to  place  control  over  the  hap- 
hazard development  of  movable  dwellings  which  has  taken  place  at 
Pickmoro  during  the  past  thirty  years,  and  which  was  aggravated  during 
the  late  war.  More  detailed  reference  to  this  matter  is  made  in  tho 
body  of  tho  report,

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HOUSING 


Repairs, 

35  complaints  with,  regard  to  dofoctivo  housing  conditions  wore  investi- 
gated, and  informal  notices  served  on  the  Owners  in  every  case.  With  a fow 
exceptions  repairs  wore  offoctod  within  a c.omparativoly  short  time.  Tho  low 
rents  of  many  ront-controllod  houses  resulted  in  difficulties  in  enforcing 
tho  repair  sections  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 

Domolition  and  Closure. 

87  houses  wore  roprosontod  to  tho  Council  as  boing  incapable  of  boing 
rondorod  fit  at  roasonablo  expense.  Of  these  S3  were  movable  dwellings  at 
Pickmoro,  and  tho  action  with  regard  to  19  of  theso  was  taken  after  tho  end 
of  the  year. 

Undertakings  not  to  use  them  for  human  habitation  wore  accepted  from  the 
owners  of  5 houses,  and  domolition  orders  wore  made  in  respect  of  3 bungalow 
dwellings  at  Pickmoro, 

Overcrowding. 

A n'urabor  of  overcrowding  cases  vijoro  reported  during  tho  year  and  those 
received  special  consideration  by  tho  Housing  Tenancy  Committee  when  allocating 
the  tenancies  of  Council  Houses, 

Now  Housing. 

During  tho  year  74  now  Council  houses  Yjorc  completed  and  lot  as  followsi- 

Partington  - 14  Aston-by-Budworth  - 16 

Mobborloy  - 18  Ollorton  - 16 

Pickmoro  - 10 

8 private  enterprise  houses  wore  completed. 

Lotting  of  Houses. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  attends  mootings  of  tho  Housing  Tenancy  Committoo, 
and  this  is  considered  to  be  of  groat  'value  as  it  enables  tho  Committee  to 
receive  reports  on  really  badly  housed  or  ovorcrovjdod  families.  At  tho  same 
time,  tho  Committee’s  policy  of  allocating  tenancies  some  time  before  houses 
are  ready  for  letting  enables  any  appropriate  action  to  bo  initiated  in  respect 
of  unfit  houses  being  vacated. 

Movable  Dwellings, 

Perhaps  the  most  serious  problem  confronting  tho  Council  is  that  resulting 
from  tho  very  largo  number  of  movable  dwellings  in  the  district.  They  are 
stationed  both  sing.ly  and  in  small  groups  on  farm  land  and  in  largo  groups  on 
complete  fields. 

At  the  start  of  the  year  certain  individual  caravans  were  licensed  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  but  no  sites  wore  licensed.  By  tho  end  of  tho 
year  a good  start  had  boon  made  on  licensing,  and  at  31st  December,  3C  individ- 
ual caravans  and  7 sites  (for  a total  of  166  caravans)  wore  licensed. 

The  problem  is  exacerbated  by  tho  largo  number  of  caravans  and  bungalows 
which  are  only  occupied  at  vjookonds,  or  for  odd  weeks  during  tho  Summer,  and  whoso 
owners  leave  them,  on  tho  site  all  tho  year  round. 

The  area  around  Pickmore  Lake  in  tho  southern  part  of  tho  district  presen- 
ted particular  difficulties,  since  here  several  hundred  dwellings,  some  of  a 
permanent  character,  have  boon  erected  over  a number  of  years.  Many  are  occup- 
ied all  tho  year  round, 

Tho  Council  appointed  a special  Committee  to  consider  this  matter  and  a 
definite  policy  was  adopted. 
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Tilo  aims  aro  to  roduco  tho  num,bor  of  dwellings,  to  remove  all  converted 
buses,  vans,  and  pant echni cons,  and  to  improve  tho  sanitary  conditions^  Each 
plot  of  land  on  which  movable  dwellings  are  stationed  is  to  bo  licensed  in 
turn,  and  throe  sites  wore  licensed  in  December,  Tho  conditions  attached  to 
tho  licences  aim  at  fulfilling  the  above  policy,  while  at  tho  same  time, 
action  under  tho  demolition  sections  of  tho  Housing  Act,  1936,  was  initiated 
with  regard  to  some  of  tho  very  worst  structures, 

Tho  appalling  condition  of  some  of  tho  structures,  many  of  which  aro 
little  more  than  shacks,  and  tho  congestion  on  tho  fields,  coupled  with  tho 
complete  absence  of  drainage  arrangements  presents  a very  serious  public 
health  problem  which  will  take  some  years  to  solve,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  re- 
port that  a start  has  boon  made  on  tackling  it, 

Tho  action  detailed  above  was  taken  entirely  under  tho  Public  Health  Act, 
IQTiS,  and  it  would  seem  that  tho  Council  might,  in  addition,  givo  considera- 
tion to  their  powers  under  tho  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947,  which 
can  provide  vory  useful  control  of  movable  dwellings. 


WATER  SUPPLY, 

A mains  water  supply  is  provided  in  every  parish,  with  tho  exception  of 
Tatton,  by  tho  Council  and  othor  authoritios,  Tho  statutory  undortakors  for

Tho  supply  has  boon  adequate  and  satisfactory  in  all  parishes  although, 
somo  difficulty  was  oxperioncod  at  Ollorton  owing  to  inadequate  prossuro  at 
poak  consumption  hours,  Tho  Council  havo  a schom,o  to  obviato  this  which  will 
follovj  the  provision  of  a now  main  through  Marthall  by  tho  Stockport  Corpora- 
tion, 


DRAlilAGE  & SEPjVEPA.GE, 

A number  of  housos  wero  provided  with  now  drainage  arrangements  during 
the  year.  Several  complaints  vjith  regard  to  faulty  septic  tanks  woro  inves- 
tigated, and  in  every  case  tho  trouble  arose  due  to  neglect  of  tho  tank  with 
consequent  dispersal  of  sludge  into  tho  filter  causing  choking, 

Tho  absence  of  any  means  of  ompt3ring  soptic  tanks  has  no  doubt  boon  tho 
causo  of  this  nogloct,  and  in  Docombor  tho  Council  docidod  to  purchase  a coss' 
pool  ompt;/ing  machino,  although  this  is  to  bo  usod  primarily  for  pail  closot 
colloctioiio 

A considorablo  number  of  housos  havo  drains  communicating  directly  with 
ditches  and  brooks,  and  sorious  nuisance  duo  to  contamination  of  tho  wator- 
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GoarsGS  arises.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  wherever  such  nuisances  were 
noted. 

The  contractors  coinmencod  work  on  the  now  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village 
of  Partington,  and  other  schemes  for  Mobberloy,  Peover  Superior  and  High  Logh 
are  under  consideration. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  and  night-soil  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  department  through- 
out most  of  the  district,  collections  being  on  a weekly  basis. 

Throe  7-cubic  jrard  Ford  refuse  freighters  and  one  open  Austin  truck  wore 
used,  night-soil  being  carried  in  druras  in  the  vehicles.  All  the  vehicles 
proved  extremely  costly  to  maintain  and  the  freighters  quite  unsuited  to  the 
work,  being  of  too  small  a carrying  capacity,  and  having  cabs  designed  to  seat 
only  one  labourer  in  which  two  or  oven  throe  men  have  to  travel.  The  system 
of  carrying  night  soil  in  open  druras  in  the  back  of  vehicles  without  watertight 
bodies  is  both  primitive  and  offensive,  while  dumping  of  this  material  with 
refuse  is  a needless  waste  of  potential  fertiliser.  The  Council  decided  in 
Docoraber  to  order  a cesspool  emptying  raachino  adapted  for  night-soil  collection 
which  will  vastly  improve  the  service. 

Refuse  is  tipped  at  several  points  convoniontly  sited  in  the  district, 
but  these  tips  got  badly  out  of  control  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  during  the 
summer  months, 

A small  amount  of  waste  paper  was  salvaged  and  baled,  but  oxtrorae  dif- 
ficulty was  experienced  in  disposing  of  this,  and  collections  wore  reduced  to 
almost  nil.

Milk  Distributors, 


Much  of  tho  designated  milk  retailed  in  the  district  is  distributed  by 
dairy  firms  operating  from  surrounding  towns.  Only  tvjo  producers  within  tho 
district  retail  designated  raw  milk,  although  there  are  a considerable  number 
of  producer/rotailers  of  non-dosignatod  milks. 

Two  persons  in  the  district  are  loiown  to  bo  distributors  only,  and  their 
dairy  promises  vtjcre  regi stored. 

During  tho  year  7 distributors  of  milk  wore  registered  and  the  following 
licences  to  use  special  designations  wore  issued: -

During  tho  year  notification  was  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  that  positive  biological  tests  for  Tuberculosis  had  boon  obtained 
in  SI  cases  where  milk  obtained  from  producers  in  tho  district  had  boon  sampled 
for  this  purpose.  Owing  to  tho  shortage  of  guinea-pigs  many  samples  had  to 
bo  mixed  and  the  above  figure  related  to  samples  taken  from  34  producers. 
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Two  samplos  of  milk  producod  in  tho  district  takon  by  adjoininc 
authorities  from  distributers  proved  to  bo  infected  with  Tubercle  bacilli, 
and  all  tho  milk  sold  by  those  distributors  was  diverted  for  heat  treatment 
until  notification  was  received  that  tho  infected  animals  had  been  removed 
from  the  herds  concerned.  In  each  case  compensation  was  paid  by  tho  Council, 


Ice  Cream, 


Only  one  manufacturer  of  Ice  Cream  has  premises  within  tho  district  and 
ho  uses  a complete  cold-mix  process,  Tho  premises  wore  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 


One  shop  was  registered  for  tho  retail  sale  of  Ice  Cream  during  tho  year. 


Moat  and  other  Foods , 

No  slaughterhouse  within  tho  district  is  used  for  the  slaughter  of  animals 
for  sale  and  all  moat  is  distributed  from  outside  depots. 

The  following  foodstuffs  wore  condemned  during  tho  year  as  unfit  for  human 
consumptioni-

Food  Promises, 

Inspections  wore  made  of  certain  promises  whore  food  is  sold  or  prepared 
for  sale,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  devote  as  much  time  to  this  work  as  is 
desirable.

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  lijoro  notified  during  tho  year. 


Sy-JimilNG  BATHS. 

One  public  swimming  bath  is  situated  in  the  district.  This  is  an  open 
air  bath,  and  is  only  used  during  the  Summer  months.  As  a result  of  recommen- 
dations made,  certain  improvements  wore  effected  during  tho  year  and  bacterio- 
logical tests  on  tho  water  proved  satisfactory,  Tho  Council  have  byelaws  in 
force  governing  such  premises. 


FACT0RI3S, 

There  are  41  factories  in  tho  district,  all  but  nine  being  factories 
with  power.  Apart  from  two  largo  concerns  and  a gas  Work's  tho  factories  are 
all  small,  and  include  garages,  bakeries,  smithies,  and  joiner  shops,  etc. 

Six  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  but  no  formal  notices  wore 
served. 
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RODENT  COMROL. 


At  the  start  of  tho  yoar  a rodent  operator  was  ongaged  for  full  tirao 
vjork.  Ho  is  provided  vjitli  a van  and  is  directly  responsible  to  tho  Sanitary 
Inspector, 

The  following  are  the  details  of  tho  xvork  carried  out  during  the  yoar;-

During  tho  yoar  13  licences  wore  issued  for  repairs  and  maintenance  to 
houses.  Liconocs  for  now  houses  and  for  work  involving  structural  alterations 
for  vjhich  byolav^  approval  is  required  are  issued  by  tho  Engineer  and  Surveyor,
